5 The improved bicycle stand constituting this invention is composed of a vertical 
rod or bar secured upon or having an extended base, the rod being made telescopic 
and being provided with an adjustable bracket for supporting the cycle frame 
below and a clamp for holding it upright at its upper end. 
In using the bicycle stand the crank bracket or other part of the cycle frame is 
. lo. rested on the supporting bracket which is or may be fitted to slide on the vertical 
rod of the stand and is secured bv a pinching screw or like means, whilst the clamp 
which is jointed at the upper end of the telescopic portion of the vertical rod is 
made to grasp or engage the upper cross bar or other part of the cycle frame, the 
telescopic *od being lengthened or shortened as required and the parts secured 
15 together by a pinching screw.
